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FORMER ST. LOUIS 
COUNTESS SENTENCED 


Hessolda Schnabel Gets ‘Three 
Months in Jail for Forging 
Will of Husband.

POTSDAM, Germany, Oct. 8&.— 

Countess Hessolda Schnabel . was 
sentenced to three months’ impris- 
onment in jail early today after a 
midnight trial in the County Court. 
Recently she confessed she had 
forged the will of her late husband, 
Prof. Schnabel, of the Robert Koch 
Institute for Infectious Diseases, by 
which his entire fortune was left to 
her. 
The Countess was born in St. 
Louis, Mo., in October, 1885, the 
daughter of Count Hesse Von Lein- 
ingen-Westerburg, and the former 
Margarete Meyer, of St. Louis. 

The Countess sobbed bitterly in 
the courtroom which was jammed 
with curious spectators. She repeat- 
ed her previous confession that she 
had forged the will.

sequel to the murder of the young 
Communist worker, Anna Dech- 
kan, for which five of her rela- 
tiges were executed yesterday, the 
Turkestan Government today is- 
sued a decree prohibiting polyg- 
amy, the exploitation of women 
‘and the sale of infant girls in 
marriage. 

These were the things against 
which Anna Dechkan fought, 
which aroused her relatives to 
warn her and finally to descend 
in a body and stab her-to death 
‘in the presence of her husband 
and infant child. Fifty-two wounds 
“Pwere inflicted. 

Under today’s decree, the mar- 
riageable age for girls is fixed at 
16, and for boys, 18. The profes- 
sional marriage brokers, who 
thrived on the sale of women, are 
suppressed. It will no longer be 
necessary for a man to pay a price 
for a wife, and those forced to do 
so may later recover in court. 

It was revealed at the Deckhan 
tria] that Young girls often were 
sold into marriage without their 
consent, frequently becoming the 
third or fourth wife of an old man 


they had never seen. 

Also, that parents who sold their 
immature daughters into marriage 
encouraged divorce so the girls 
|could be sold a second thne. Some 
girls ewere resold as many as five 
times. 

The trial further brought out 
that, under the peculiar concep- 
tions of honor prevailing among 
Turcomans, it was considered a 
disgrace and an insult to the hus- 
band if a divorce were gained on 
the wife's initiative.

If Mrs. So-and-So’s charming 
chinchilla coat has a fanciful name 
in front of it and if Mrs. This-and- 
That's sable scarf has.a descriptive 
name tacked on—well, er—then—-it 
may be rabbit or—er—skunk or 
kitty cat. 

For instance—French chinchilla 
might be rabbit, Australian chin- 
chilla, opossum; hair sable might 
be hare and River sable might be 
muskrat. 

The Bureau points out that the 
Federal Trade Commission requires 
manufacturers and distributers of 
furniture to ‘‘name their woods. 
It recommends that every furricr 
follow -and ‘‘name the pelts.” 

Belgium beaver is apt to be rab- 
bit or dyed beaver; electric beaver, 
unhaired nutria or dyed rabbit. 
Isabella fox might be Chinese dog 
and black Poiret from Manchurian 
dogskin. Russian taupe fox is an- 
other fanciful name which would 
indicate a pelt of dyed rabbit.
